Dear Harvey, Joe and Alan, 

I spoke with Anita Loughlin on Friday. It will be necessary for BU to hire the person and assign them to the laboratory 
here. The method that you had proposed for transfer of the funds is not possible. I know that I have explained this 
situation several times before, but I am writing it out again for your information. 

The Commonwealth (Comptroller's Office) can only expect funds directly from a federal agency into a state/federal 
account. Every account that is created to accept funds, e.g., ELC Grant, must be established in a process that requires 
sign off by the Administration agencies (DPH, EOHHS and FAD) and the legislature (Ways and Means Committees). 
Exceptions to this rule are by legislative process, e.g. creating a revenue account that specifies what types of funds may 
be accepted, or by creation of a trust fund which also specifies what types of funds may be accepted. 

We also have an option to arrange research projects in collaboration with UMMS. In these collaborations, we must pay 
attention to both the Commonwealth's administrative rules and UMMS. Therefore any work to be performed through 
this type of collaboration requires the same 

In the future, you must involve me (alternate delegates are Linda Han and Mariah Grazioplene) directly in discussions 
with research partners so that we can have a discussion of feasible options at the time that the research is under 
discussion. I am making this an SLI policy for all staff and providing a checklist for future projects. These projects are a 
valuable part of our laboratory. They contribute to our capabilities, visibility and enable us to contribute in a significant 
way to the improvement of public health. I consider project's such as this pertussis research to be part of our core 
mission. It is important to seek this type of work, and to assure that our involvement is appropriately structured. By this 
note, I am establishing a formal review process effectively immediately for all special projects, whether the source of 
funding is from a conventional partner and process, e.g., CDC Cooperative Agreement, or a non-traditional partner, 
university or non-profit corporation. 

I appreciate your work on this project and look forward to hearing of its progress. Ralph
